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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is regarding the Amendments to the Claims, filed 18 May 
2007. It is acknowledged that Applicants have cancelled claims 1-14 and 20 - 27, and 
amended independent claim 15 to include the allowable elements of dependent claim 
20. Claims 15 - 19 are pending in this Application.

2. Claims 1 5 - 1 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach, or fairly suggest, the method for generating kerf data that further includes 
generating kerf data corresponding to chip data, creating and manipulating the kerf data 
using the same manipulation process as for the chip data, and following successful 
completion of the creating and manipulating step, submitting the kerf design data to 
validation checks to ensure that the kerf design grid and the chip design grid prevents 
grid snapping at the mask write tool.
